Dear BARBIE FASHION, 

My name is Allison Reddington. I'm 11 
years old and | live in New York City. 

Even if this letter is not printed, | think 
it's important that you know how I feel. 


Your portrayal of the homeless in the story, 
“The Volunteers,” was completely un- 
realistic. 

First of all, homeless shelters do not 
have carpeting, they don’t have modern 
kitchens and they are not immaculately 
clean and tidy. 

Second of all, homeless people don’t 
have nice clothes. Often times they can’t 
afford a cardboard box to shelter them- 
selves from the rain. 

Third ofall, “The Volunteers” sent across 
the message that it is okay to be homeless 
and that homeless people have a comfort- 
able life with a nice place to stay. It will 
also give younger children who do not 
understand homelessness the impression 
that it is okay to approach ahomeless per- 
son, Many homeless people, although not 
all, are mentally ill or physically ill. 


Homelessness is very complex. Young 
readers need to know that homeless peo- 
ple havea hard life and that they don‘tjust 
get offered jobs like in “The Volunteers.” 

I really like BARBIE FASHION and so do 
many other young girls across America, | 
think stories teaching kids about home- 
lessness are good, but they should not be 
used to glamorize it.

You make an excellent point, Allison, 
and we would like to apologize — glamor- 
izing homelessness was never our inten- 
tion. We've printed your letter here, and 
we hope that all our readers will learn 
something from reading it.

We recognize that homelessness is a 
very serious problem — that was what 
motivated us to print the story to begin 
with. All of us need to do what we can to 
combat this national problem that con- 
tinues to grow larger every day. 


Writer Barbara Slate responds: 

Thank you for your letter, Allison, andI 
agree with you. I love writing BARBIE 
FASHION because Barbie is sucha strong 
role model for girls. Although most of my 
stories have limited editing from Hildy 
(Marvel editor) or Mattel toys (the licen- 
sor), some of the grittier stories like"The 
Volunteers” come back to me. “The Vol- 
unteers” started out as amuch more real- 
istic and sad story. Since BARBIE FASH- 
ION is often read to children as young as 
5 and 4 years old, the licensor felt that 
the story was too strong and frightening 
for the younger reader. Although I was 
not happy with all the changes, I felt that 
the story was a meaningful one because 
it showed that volunteering is an impor- 
tant and worthwhile experience. 
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
